willing  co-operation.

Sanitary  Inspector,  left  during  the  year,  and  it  is  evidence  of  the  way  in 
which  he  did  his  work  that  another  full-time  Inspector  was  i mediately  advertised 
for,  although  it  was  some  little  time  before  he  could  take  up  his  duties.

SECTION  C:  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA: 

(a)  Water  Supply: 

The  water  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  later  Department, 
and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  No  bacteriological 
examination  has  be  n made  by  this  Authority  during  the  year,  but  weekly  samples  are 
taken  by  the  Water  Department  of  the  filtered  and  treated  'water  for  examination,  and 
of  the  rain  water  monthly,  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  A report 
of  one  such  analysis  is  attached  to  this  Report. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Dearden,  the  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department, 
Stockport,  for  the  following  informs t ion: ~ 

"The  supply  to  Alderley  Edge  is  from  the  Kinder  source,  which  is  in 
the  parish  of  Hayfield,  and  is  from  upland  sources.  The  boreholes  at 
Ald-erley  Edge  have  not  been  used  for  some  time  but  are  kept  as  a standby 
supply.  The  service  reservoir  for  the  Kinder  supply  is  on  Alderley  Edge. 

The  analyses  are  taken  as  the  water  is  put  into  supply  from  the 
Works  and  there  has  been  no  individual  sampling  from  the  main. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  the  total  hardness 
being  4»9.  " 

All  houses  are  supplied  from  the  mains. 

(b)  Public  Cleansing  and  Scavenging;: 

In  July, 1946,  a Bantam  Karrier  was  obtained  and  a weekly  collection 
of  domestic  refu.se  was  instituted.  The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping 
on  the^  tip  in  Wilmslow  Road.  The  average  weekly  collection  during  the  winter  period 
was  YJ~2.  tons  and  the  average  weekly  collection  for  the  summer  period  - 1 0%  tons. 

Dry  Ashpits:  13  dry  ashpits  were  abolished  and  dustbins  substituted.  A tri-weelcly 

collection  of  refuse  is  arranged  for  one  large  hotel,  and  -an  additional  charge  is 
made  for  collection. 

Salvage:  Salvage  is  collected  from  householders  by  the  refuse  removers.  A fortnightly 

collection  on  each  alternative  Tuesday  is  made  by  the  Highways  Department  vehicle  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  trade  salvage.  This  involves  about  four  hours  each  period.
